John C. Hull Tells 
Of Country News 
Items Early 1900's 


REMEMBER 
B A C K THERE 
when we had our weekly papers 
here and they were full of country 
correspondence? 
I looked back through the issues 
of the Saline County Register of 
approximately 50 years ago yes­ 
terday after I had a talk with John 
C. Hull of Garden Heights, and 
there I saw items from all around, 
practically filling a page. 
Reason I mention Mr. Hull is 
that he is one of the oldest, if not 
the oldest, living writer of country 
correspondence items in the coun­ 
ty, from the point of when he start­ 
ed doing it. 
Mr. Hull started back in 1891, 
writing for the early weeklies, and 
wrote for years. 
He even sent 
back items from Piggott, Ark., 
when he went down there in 1902 to 
work. He came back in 1906 and 
resumed writing here.

• 
Mr. Hull, 80 years old and real 
active, lives beside his son, Silas, 
in Garden Heights. 
His first wife 
died in 1937, his second four years 
ago. 
He lives in a house he built 
back in 1914, when there were only 
tjkvo other houses around. 
In this 
county he has farmed, worked on 
the railroad and in the coal mines, 
retiring from work when Sahara 
12 at Muddy ceased operations. 
“ I knew I was too old to get an­ 
other mining job; so I retired,” he 
stated. * 
•

• 
He said that during his early 
days he had w'ritten correspond­ 
ence from Equality, Eagle Creek 
and Kedron, and possibly from an­ 
other place or two. 
“ Back in those early days we 
were always trying to catch a good 
one on somebody and put it in the 
paper,” he said. He mentioned that 
sometimes the consequences were­ 
n’t so good on the writer for being 
“cute” but that the practice pre­ 
vailed all over. 
“Once,” he said, “ my sister got 
bit by one of the hound dogs in 
the family. The bite didn’t amount 
to anything, but when I turned in 
my correspondence I told about 
how she was gradually showing 
improvement and it sure did make 
her mad at me.”

I looked back through the files 
of some of the Saline County Reg­ 
isters shortly after the turn of the 
century and learned that “cute” 
items were used extensively.

Caught Up By 
Freak Currents 
While Swimming 


NAHA, Okinawa <lT.P> — Eleven 
U. S. Marines who went swimming 
in apparently calm water were 
drowned Wednesday when caught 
up by freak ocean currents, Ma­ 
rine headquarters announced today. 
Twelve other Marines were sav­ 
ed when other men in the area 
came to their rescue. 
The Marines, who had engaged 
in field problems throughout the 
day, entered the water to cool off. 
They had been given instructions 
a few moments before by their 
company commander on safety pre­ 
cautions. 
But a freak current hit them and 
swept them out to sea. 
It was the second tragic incident 
in six months involving the Marine 
Corps. 
Last April 8, six Marines 
were drowned at Parris Island, S. 
C., when Staff Sgt. Matthew Mc- 
Keon, an instructor, led a detach­ 
ment into tidal waters on a night 
march which he ordered as a dis­ 
ciplinary measure. 
McKeon later 
was court-martialed and sentenced 
to nine months’ imprisonment and 
a bad conduct discharge from the 
corps. 
Brig. Gen. Victor H. Krulak, com­ 
manding general of the 3rd Marine 
Division, 
ordered 
an 
extensive 


land, sea and air search for the 
missing men. 
All 
available 
Marine 
aircraft 
were sent into the air to search 
the sea within five miles of the 
shore. 
Foot patrols searched the 
shoreline and boats cruised off­ 
shore looking for victims. 
"Before the men were waist deep 
in the water, they were in trouble,” 
eyewitnesses said. 
“They were 
knocked from their feet by a vi­ 
cious undercurrent and tumbled 
seaward.” 
Capt. 
Jack 
Westerman, 
com­ 
manding officer of Company F, 
2nd Battalion, 9th Marines, imme­ 
diately called off swimming activi­ 
ties and formed a human chain to 
aid bathers to reach the beach. 
Members of the chain were un­ 
able to keep their footing due to 
the strength of the freak current. 
Second Lt. John L. Shanahan, a 
skilled skin diver, heard of the 
trouble and raced to the beach at 
the north end of the island with a 
rubber raft. He moved it through 
the water and pulled Marines to 
the raft. 
The Marines, unable to 
swim against the heavy current, 
clung to the raft until a helicopter 
arrived and dropped a 100-foot line 
and towed the raft to safety:

In all the post mortems over 
the two national conventions, the 
complaint that keeps cropping up 
is against their dullness.

Employment at 
Record High 
During August 
WASHINGTON itll!) — The Cen­ 
sus Bureau reported today that a 
record number of Americans held 
jobs in August for the 3rd straight 
month. 
The total at work was 66,752,000, 
a gain of about 100,000 over July— 
the previous all-time high — and 
some 300,000 over June’s earlier 
record. 
Unemployment was put at 2,195,- 
000, down 636,000 from July and 
the lowest since October, 1955. 
when the total was 2,131,000. 
It 
was also 42,000 below the unem­ 
ployment total of August a year 
ago. 
Employment ranks are normally 
swollen during August, particular­ 
ly by school-age children holding 
summer jobs. 
The decline in un­ 
employment in August was about 
equally divided between teen-agers 
and adults and-was one of the larg­ 
est July-August declines in the 
postwar period.

WASHINGTON 0J.P) — John L. 
Lewis’ soft coal welfare and pen­ 
sion fund has paid out more than 
880 million dollars in benefits in 
its first IO years and has reserves 
of more than 130 million dollars, 
fund trustees reported today. 
Riding the economic recovery in 
the soft coal industry, reserves in 
the United Mine Workers fund rose 
by 26 million dollars in the fiscal 
year ended July I to a new high 
level. 
The fund is financed by a 40- 
cent royalty on each ton of coal 
produced from mines which ac­ 
count for about 80 per cent of total 
U. S. production. 
In its first IO years, the fund 
paid out $100-a-month pensions and 
other benefits to 972,004 miners 
and their dependents. 
During the 
past year it paid out benefits to 
206,919 miners and dependents. 


As of July I, there were 61,546 
miners receiving pensions. 
Their 
average age was 63.8 years and 
they had worked an average of 
32.3 years in the coal industry.

Stevenson Says Congress 
GOP Prevents Eisenhower 
Making Good on Pledges 


Confused Fireman 


Blamed for Wreck

SAN FRANCISCO (W—Adlai E. 
Stevenson said today that a Re 
publican wrecking crew in Con­ 
gress will prevent President Eisen­ 
hower from making good his cam ­ 
paign pledges. 
The Democratic presidential can­ 
didate said there were some “ for 
ward-looking” parts of the speech 
Mr. Eisenhower gave at the GOF 
National Convention here. 
But he said in a speech pre- 
pared for delivery to the Inter­ 
national Association of Machinists 
that “ the record shows” that the 
same Republican congressmen who 
cheered 
the 
President’s 
speech 
“ voted against those same things 
in Congress.” 
“The 
Republican 
leaders are 
willing to let President Eisenhow­ 
er go ahead and deliver speeches,” 
he said, “ but when they get down 
to something important, say like 
making appointments to the N a­ 
tional Labor Relations Board, they 
take no chances.” 


Adlai Cites Record 


Stevenson said the Republicans 
issue 
“election-year 
platitudes,” 
while the Democrats “ mean what 
we say—and the record proves it.” 
Stevenson said that the Demo­ 


crats in the 84th Congress drafted 
legislation to allow disabled per­ 
sons to get their social security 
benefits earlier. He said Mr. Ei­ 
senhower had pledged himself to 
such 
legislation, 
but when the 
Democrats “took him at his word,” 
he “threw the whole weight and 
power” of the adm inistration be­ 
hind an effort to defeat them. 
The Democratic standard bear­ 
er was booed several tim es dur­ 
ing his speech by the mixed Demo 
crat-Republican audience. 
At one point in his speech when 
he reminded the delegation that 
the Republican-controlled 83rd Con­ 
gress harassed President Eisen­ 
hower so much that he even con­ 
sidered bolting his party. 
This 
brought such a chorus of boos, 
cheers, whistling, catcalls and clap­ 
ping that he was halted completely. 


Stevenson said that 85 per cent 
of the Democratic senators voted 
“ for the interests of the disabled 
workers,” while 86 per cent of the 
Republicans voted against those 
interests.
